This I did upon my firſt coming abroad in- 
to the World from the Univerſity, toward the 
latter end of the Queen's Time; when I found 
the late Duke of Ormond, the late Lord Bo- 
linbroke, with ſeveral other Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction, [ſome of whom, with them, fled over 
to their Maſter, and ſome ventur'd to continue 
among us] tho' intruſted with the Adminiſtra- 

tian of rhe Government, endegvouring with 
all their Might to bring in the Pretender, to 
the utter Subverſion of our. Religion and Li- 
berties. For tho' I had been ſo unfortunate 
as to be admitted for my Education into a 
College the moſt pregnant with Jaoobitiſm 
and Tyrannical Principles of any in both Uni- 
verſities; yet the Moment I launch'd forth 
into the World, and began to refte& upon 
the Bleſſings of Liberty, and the Purity of 
the Church of Exgland (according to my beſt 
Reaſan, far 'exceeding all other Churches 
upon Earth) both which, at that time, began 
fo. viſibly to ebb, and 10 be, juſt as it were, 
ready to bo ſwallqwid _ by: the Jaws of their 
Warn and implacable Enemies; I cancluded 
* time to look about me, and to 
exert my {elf in that Character, whieh I had 
rather die than loſe, of being a Lover of my 

Country and Religion, above all other things 
in the World. Accordingly 1 did ſb, in the 
moſt expedient Method} could think of. What 
Succoſs it had, in animating the drooping Spi- 
Tits of thoſe who Were like to be my Fellow- 
Sufferers in the Caufe of expiring Liberty, I 
ſhall not be fo vain as to mention. 'The gra- 
eius Providence of God put an End to all our 
Fears in that Reſpect, foon after, by placing 
his. Majeſty King George upon the Threne. 


Ever 
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Ever ſince that time, our King has, had ſufficient 


Power in his own Hands, with the Concurrence 


fend the Liberty, Property and Religion of all his 


w_ Subjects, to maintain his own juſt Right, 
| 


and 10 keep under the bufy indefatigable Agents of 


the Popiſſi Faction. Notwithſtanding their open Re- 


 bellions, and conſtant Underminings by wicked Lies 
and Inventions, my Heart has, ever fince that time, 
been entirely at Eaſe; as being convinc'd of the 


King's Steadineſs and Refolution, the Vigilanec 
and Fidelity of his Miniſtry, and the conſtant un- 
interrupted Adherence of his Parliament to ſych 
Meaſures as were moſt conducive to over-awe theſe 
obſtinate irreclaimable Rebels. Twas upon this 
Account, that 1 felt an inexpreſſible Satisfaction, 
upon the paſſing the Seprennial Bill; which gave 
me, as it were, an Inſurance upon my Religion 
and Liberty for ſo many Vears longer. Not, hut 
that I ſaw at the ſame time how extraordinary a 
Method of proceeding this was, and what dread- 
ful Apprehenſions it would have given me in ano- 
ther Reign, and another Sett of Members. But I 
confider*d that the 5 of the Nation was, in 
this Cafe, like the Body of a Man; to who 
when he is in perfect Health, Phyſic is loathſome, 
and the Loſs of many Ounces of Blood ſhocking ; 
but when, in a dangerous Fir of Sicknels, the Phy- 
fician judges either of theſe ueceſſary, and accor- 
dingly preſcribes them, neither the Loathſomeneky 
of the "oe, nor the Terror of the other, are any 
Obſtruction to the Patient's ſubmitting to undorgo 
them. His Health, his Life is at Stake, and he 
onght readily and chearfully' to continue ſuch a 
Courſe of Medicines, as, if he were perfectly ſound 


and well, he would abſolutely reject. Such was 


our Cafe upon the paſſing the Septennjal Act. We 
had been invaded by the Pretender and his Aſſo-

ciates from Abroad; and a'Rebellion had been fo- 
mented, and was actually begun by his Popiſh and 
> 4 ry ka Adherents at home. A great Part of the 
Nation was infatuated, by the Deluſions of wicked 

Men, to wiſh well to and almoſt openly eſpouſe 
this horrid Conſpiracy ; and ſeem'd ready to ſacrifice 
their Religion and Liberties, to that unaccount- 
able Diſcontent, with which the Enemies of our 
Conſtitution had inſpir'd them. Was not the State 
of the Nation, at ſuch a Time, in a deſperate 
Condition? and did it not call aloud for ſome ex- 
traordinary Remedy? But, bad as our Condition 
was, as long as the King had ſo faithful and ſo well- 
affected a Parliament to ſtand by him, all was ſafe and 
ſecure. Our greaeſt Danger was yet to come; the 
three Years for which that Parliament was elected 
were drawing to a Concluſion; our Enemies de-

new what a Concourſe the Buſineſs of Elections 


would draw together in every Part of the Land; 


they had heated the Heads of the unthinking igno- 
rant Multitude, with their own pernicious Prin- 
ciples, and made no Queſtion of fading their Ac: 
count in it. What now could our gracious King, 
his wiſe, his great, his able and faithful Council, have 
devis'd more effectually proper for obviating ſuch 
a Difficulty, than the Method they took, of con- 
tinuing that ſame Parliament for four Years longer? 


Were a new one to have been elected, could the 
Friends to Liberty and the Proteſtant Succeſſion 


have defir'd a better? I am ſure they had not the 
leaſt Reaſon to expect it: and therefore ſure they 
could never deſire it. No: it was the Enemies of 
our Conſtitution in Church and State, the Friends 


- of Popery and the Pretender, the Promoters: of

tram wg upon a new one's being to be choſen they

all, was a ſufficient Caule for all true Proteſtants 
implicitly to be againſt it: Since it is not conſiſtent 
with the Principles of Papiſts and Jacobites, to 
wiſh any thing which is for the Intereſt of thoſe 
who love Liberty, King George, andthe Church of 
England as by Law efſtabliſh'd.

ut now, thoſe four Years being alſo elaps'd, and 
the curſed Spirit of Jacobitiſin, however bad enough 
ſtill, being not quite ſo flagrant as it was; the 
King and his Parliament, to ſhew their great Re- 
gard and Tenderneſs for the Temper of our Conſti- 
tution, have ventur'd to part; and, out of their 
great Veneration for Liberty, are reſolv'd to run 
the Riſque of a new Election. I cannot but think 
ſo wiſe and penetrating a Miniſtry as his Majeſty 
at preſent makes Uſe of, have ſo conſulted the Ge- 
nius and -Diſpoſition of the People, as to be ſure a 
Majority of Jacobites will not be return'd ; before 
they could conſent to part with ſuch ſtrenuous Aſ- 
ſertors of Liberty and the Proteſtant Religion, - as 
the greateſt Part of the laſt Repreſentatives ſhew'd 
themſelves to be.

fty's well affected Subjects. Various are they in 
their Appearances, but all of the ſatne Nature; all 
rending to corrupt and enſnare the Hearts of thoſe 
honeſt Proteſtants who have a Ke for their 
Religion, their King and their Country, and ab- 
hor Popery, Slavery and the Pretender. The Ja- 
cobites are ſenſible, that as long as true Proteſtants 
hold firmly together, and join in their own and 
King George's Intereſt, nothing can ever hurt them : 
And therefore their Play is to raiſe Jealouſies and 
foment Diviſions all over the Nation; that where 
their deſtructive Principles cannot take Place, they 
may weaken the Proteſtant Intereſt by malicious 
Scandal and falſe Suggeſtions. That which I fear 
will do no little Miſchief of this Kind, are ſeve- 
tal Papers which are publiſh'd Weekly, and ſent 
down into every Corner of the Nation: Such as 
Mift's, the Freebolder”'s and the London Journal z 
all full of Invectives and Infinuations againſt the 
Government and the late Parliament, and conſe- 
quently calculated for the Proniotion of the Pre- 
tender's Intereſt. ” fo 

The firſt of theſe, has all along from the Begin- 
ning fufficiently ſhewn his Principles, and the Cauſe 
for which he writes. He has been a Martyr for 
it, and has ftood confeſt upon the Pillory, I thall 
therefore ſay nothing of him, ſince he is unque- 
ftion'd as to the Point I am ſpeaking of. 

T take the ſecond to be ſomewhat a more dange- 
rous Enemy, becauſe not yet fo well known. The 
Freeholder's Joutnaliſt, (as he impudently files. 
himſelf, becauſe were his Principles to prevail no

When a 
Jacobite talks of Liberty, we may ſafely conclude 
that he means ſomething elle ; 25 did he truly 
know what Liberty meant, he would ceaſe to be 
a Facobite, What is it that has oblig'd the King 
and Parliament to uſe thoſe extraordinary Methods 
(viz.) of ſuſpending the Habeas Corpus Act, of 
bringing on the Seprennial Bill, c. but the Pre- 
ſervation of our Religion, Lives and Liberties? 
Popery and FJacobitiſin attack'd us Hand in Hand, 
and might poſſibly have ſucceeded and ruin'd us 
for ever, if the foreſaid Precautions had not been 
us'd.

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Parliament odious in the Eyes of the People, which 
bas been ſo ſucceſsful in protecting all the King's 
true Proteſtant Subjects from the direful [as 
tions of Popery and Arbitrary Power. h 
Therefore, in giving this Warning to my Coun- 
trymen and Fellow Subjects, I don't write to any 
of thoſe who have already engag'd themſelves in 
the Intereſt of the Pretender; theſe, I know, will 
only curſe me for my Advice, and endeavour to 
ridicule and ſneer at all: Attempts of this kind. But,

Not at their propagating of them; for what elſe 
can be expected from Facobites ?

No, but, ſays he, 
is in the King's Power to appoint Sheriffs, and tis 
in the Sheriff's Power to make ſuch Returns as the 
Miniſtry pleaſes. I wiſh to God it were ſo at pre- 
ſent; I ſhould be out of Pain, and ſecure that not 
one Jacobite would be return'd. This Wretch. 
thinks it a Grievance that the King ſhould have 
'the Appointment of the Sheriffs. By whom would 
he have them appointed? Not by any of the King's 
Friends to be ſure; for that would be the ſame 
Thing. Ergo, by the Friends of the Pretender.

It ought now, of all Times, 
to be in the Hands of truſty, faithful Proteſtants; 
who will rather forfeit all they have in the World, 
than return a Jacobite. This the Author of the 
Journal fears; and there the Shoe pinches. A Ja- 
cobite Mob will have but little Influence over a 
Proteſtant Sheriff; and the Pretender's Intereſt will 
ſuffer by it. Hinc ill lachryme ! He thinks it 
unreaſonable that the King's Friends, Servants, and 
Dependents, ſhould have any ching to do with E- 
lections; for by this means, ſays he, the King will 


have an Influence. I know what this Author would 


have: only the King's Enemies ſhould be admitted 
To vote, and then all would be well. Such is the 
Freedom in Elections, and fach the Liberty, which 
this worthy Gentleman contends for! 
In his Advice which he fo freely gives to Ele- 
Etors, eſpecially thoſe who belong ro Burroughs, 
there is this remarkable Caution, That they ſhould 
be ſure to reject the Man that bribes them: And 
that Bribery ought to be one of the greateſt Diſ- 
qualifications, I muſt own I wiſh all Elections 
could be carried on without Bribery : Bur, for God's 
fake, whoſe Fault is it that they cannot? 1s it not 
-owing to the Avarice and Corruption of the Vo- 
ters in theſe Burroughs? who, with a kind of 
Emulation, contend which ſhall raiſe the Price 
- higheſt, and ſeem. reſolv'd to fell their Votes to 
the beſt Bidder. Shall the King's Friends, in ſuch 
a Caſe, be betray'd by their own Honeſty to fir 
ſtill and fee theſe Burroughs bought at an inferior 
Price by Jacobites? No Surely. If the Iniquity of 
the Times is ſuch, that no Man can have a Seat 
in Parliament without buying it; it is to the Ho- 
nour of Proteſtants that they will freely * 
| urſes 
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Purſes upon ſuch an Occaſion, rather than let the. 
Pretender's Friends get the Power into their Hands; 
by which, they would ſoon be Maſters of not only 
the Property but the Lives of thoſe who wiſh we 
to King George. Beſides, were this Bribery ſo ve- 
ry criminal as he would make it, I. can't ſee how 
thoſe who take Bribes can be better repreſented 
than by thoſe who give them. Bur all this Cla- 
mour points the ſame Way with the reſt of his 
Calumnies. He fears. the Voters are ſo corrupt 
that they will not chuſe any Man but one that 
bribes them well: He knows the Jacobites are poor, 
and not able, in point of Wealth, to vie with the 
Proteſtant Intereſt; and. this it is that gives him 
ſo much Uneaſineſs. He knows they want Money 
to bribe withal: He knows how bare they are kept, 
by ſupporting the Pretender's Court abroad, and 
keeping up their own Faction at home: and would 
fain have them get a Majority in the Houſe, that 
they may recruit themſelves with the Spoils of the 
Nation. But the King's Friends act upon a quite 
contrary Principle: They have wherewithal, aud 
are ready to ſacrifice it for the preſent, that they 
may ſecure their King upon his Throne, and their 
Liberties and Religion inviolable for the future.

And it is wrong to impute that Miſcarriage to any 
Number of the late Parliament, who were gene- 


rally deceiv'd in it as well as others, ſince it can 
only be aſcrib'd to Mr. Aiſſabie, Mr. Craggs, and 
thoſe who had the immediate Direction of it.
